MEXICO CITY, Aug. ®.—An ot- 
ficial statement:from Frederico Gam- 
boa, the Mexican Foreign Minister, 
Mays that the negotiations between 
Lind’ and the’ Mexican Government 
have not been entirely broken 
om, “byg they continue confiden- 
tlally.” This statement was given to 
representatives of the Mexican news- 
papers for local publication this 
morning. It was the first news given 
to the local press since Monday 
morning. 

Mexico’s reply to the United States, 
while. couched in diplomatic language, 
Was a definite rejection of President 
Wilson’s proposals as presented by John 
Lind. ' 

Further hegotiations looking to ‘a 
peaceful settlement following Provisional 
President Huerta’s rejection of President 
Wilson's peace proposals as submitted 
by his personal representative, John 
Lind, would appear now to depend upon 
Washington. If the United States Gov- 
ernment desires to reopen the contro- 
versy there is every reason to believe 
that the Mexican Government would be 
willing.

Charles A. Truitt Sues Realty 
Firms and Ejection Suit Is 
Enjoined Temporarily. 


BORROWED $7500 IN 1912 


Trembley Says Concern Bought 
Property, and Truitt Ceased to 
Pay $150 Rent. 


Charies A. Truitt, president of the 
Federal Commissary and Supply Co., 
filed suit Wednesday in the Circuit 
Court to clear the title to his home at 2 
Windermere place. which he values at 
$40,000. He asks that an injunction be 
issued restraining the Trembley-Miller 
Real Estate Co. and the Yelmert Realty 
Co. from prosecuting a suit in Justice 


Krueger’s court to oust him from his 
home, and from foreclosing a chattel 
mortgage on his furniture and automo- 
bile. The mortgage was given to secure 
a loan of $7500, he says in his petition. 
Borrowed $7500 for Year. 

Truitt alleges that he owns the three- 
story Windermere place residence in 
which he and his family reside, on which 
there are three deeds of trust, aggre- 
gating $20,000. On March 14, 1912, he al- 
leges, he borrowed $7500 for a year from 
Charlies Z. Trembley. As security for 
the loan he gave Trembley a warranty 
deed conveying the home to him, he as- 
serts, a chattel mortgage on his house- 
hold furniture and his automobile, and 
assigned to him 83 shares of stock in the 
Unit Amusement Co., valued by him 
at $15,000. The property pledged, he al- 
leges, is worth $42,000 in excess of the 
$20,000 deeds of trust. 

It was agreed, Truitt alleges, that Tru- 
itt should continue to use the furniture 
and automobile and occupy the resi- 
dence, and that Truitt should pay 
Trembley $150 a month as rent, which 
should cover interest and expenses of 
the loan. 

Truftt paid $15 a month, he alleges, 
until June, 1918. When he asked Trem- 
bley for a statement of the amount of 
indebtedness, he asserts, it was denied 
him and he found that the deed had 
been transferred to the Rosewood Real- 
ty Co., of which Trembley is presi- 
dent, and later was assigned to the 
Trembley-Miller Real LHestate Co., of 
which Trembley is president.’ 

When he refused to meke further 
monthly payments, he alleges, a land- 
lord’s summons was issuéd against him 
to compel him to vacate his home, and 
the case is set for trial Thursday in 
Krueger’s court. 

Trembley said after the suit was filed 
that at about the time the loan was 
made Truitt asked° Mrs. Hannah Miller, 
@ member of the Trembley-Miller firm, 
to lend him $7500. Mrs. Miller since has 
remarried and now is Mrs. Charlies 
Flach. 

Truitt fepresented to Mrs. Miller, ac- 
cording to Trembley, that he was about 
to be forced into bankruptcy by Armour 
& Co., and other concerns, and that he 
would lose his business unless he could 
raise $7500 before 3 o’ciock the next day. 
He told her, Trembley said, that his 
business was worth $64,000. 

“Firm Bought Property.” 

The loan was:rertused by Mrs. Miller, 
Trembley said, and the next day Truitt 
came to their office and offered to sell 
his home, and all of his personal prop- 
erty to enable him to save his business. 
The firm then agreed to buy the prop- 
erty and took a mortgage on his furni- 
ture and automobile and accepted an 
assignment of the cent stock, he 
said. 

After hearing arguments Judge Grimm 
announced he will issue a temporary 
injunction restraining the defendants 
from prosecuting the ouster suit or fore- 
closing the mortgage on Truitt’s furni- 
ture and automobile and gave Truitt 
until Monday to file a 84000 injunction 
bond pending final adjudication of the 
case. Truitt, through counsel, pleaded 
for a lower ‘bond and offered to sur- 
render:the automobile in litigation if 
the bond were fixed at $2000. Judge

YOU, PROSECUTOR 
TELLS DIGGS” JURY 


” 


“Sans FRANCGISCA, Aug. .2.—‘‘Re- 
member, gentleman of the jury, that 
90,000,000 people are watching you this, 
day — watching you to be informed 
whether justice shall triumph or lust 
shall rule; watohing to see ff the laws 
for the protection of girls and women 
are to be enforced In this far Western 
land.’ 

This was the closing appeal today of 
Theodore Roche, representing the Gov- 
ernment, for a verdict of guilty. under 
the Mann act against Maury I. Diggs, 
former State Architect. 

Robert B. Deviin opened his summary 
of hte case for the defense. Reference 
to the notoriety the Diggs-Caminetti 
cases have won drew an objection from 
the defense and warning from the Judge 
to keep to the evidence. 

“This defendant,” said Roche, “dic 
not deny on th stand the truth of the 
essential facts we have shown. He had 
to admit them. And then he comes be- 
fore you and asks acquittal. 

Argument was resumed this morning, 
with Theodore J. Roche, of the prosecu- 
tion, demanding that Diggs be adjudgei 
guilty. He talked 3) minutes and then 
Robert Devlin opened for the defense, 
speaking one hour and 10 minutes, each 
side having agreed to limit its argu- 
ment to two hours and 20 minutes. 

Nathan Coghlan, who has been in- 
disposed, hopes to be Able to make the 
concluding appeal for the defendant at 
the afternoon session. Matt I. Sullivan 
is schceduled to finish the argument for 
the Government. Jude Van Fleet's 
charge is expected to be brief. 

Judge Warns Jury. 

Much interest has been aroused over 
anh admonition given the jury late yes- 
terday by Judge Van Fleet. He said: 

**You will not permit anyone, male or 
female, to discuss the case with you.” 

‘‘Remember, it is just as bad to permit 
@ woman to converse with you about 
the case as to permit a man. You must 
report any attempt to influence you 
made by one man or woman.”

Caminetti will be prosecuted, the Gov- 
ernment announced, when the jury has 
made up its mind about Diggs, regard- 
less of whether it finds htm innocent, 
guilty or disagrees. 

Mrs. Diggs told how she had gone 
with her troubles to her father-in-law. 
Mrs. Caminetti tried to tell how she 
hed threatened to interview Judge 
Hughes.of the Juvenile Court, but inas- 
much ag she did not go until after the 
arrests in Reno, the Judge held her 
testimony immaterial. 

Diggs was the center of the day. 
Handsomely gowned women stood two 
hours without luncheon in the corridors 
of the Fisderal building to hear his con- 
cluding testimony in the afternoon. 

Took Girls to Own Home. 

Diggs’ account was notable chiefly for 
its omissions. His lawyers did not at- 
tempt to have him deny that he got the 
transportation to Reno, paid for the 
Pullman berths,\and was intimate with 
Marsha Warrington in Nevada. All the 
stress was laid not on what he did, but 
what he intended to do. Not a word 
was said of what happened at Reno. 

Diggs testified concerning a visit of 
Lola Norris, Caminetti, Miss Warring- 
ton and himself to his home one night 
early in January during the absence of 
Diges’ wife. He said his unfaithfulness 
to his wife on that occasion was at the 
suggestion of Miss Warrington, who, he 
said, gloated ever the fact she was sup- 
planting his wife. 

Diggs asserted that Miss Warrington 
suggested an elopement. When he tried 
to break off relations with her she 
called him a piker, he said. 

“We giris framed this,” he testified 
she told him, “and you fellows have got 
to come along. Believe me, you're not 
going away and leave me.”

We have found, or thought that we 
had, that our interests were best 
served when the public interests were 
best served; and we believe that such 
success as we have had has been be- 
cause our business has been conducted 
on these lines. 

We believe that our company has 
an interest as vital as that of the pub- 
lic in the proper administration of the 
problems of electrical inter-communi- 
cation. The success and prosperity of 
our company depend upon a solution 
of these problems which shall be 


sound from both the standpoint of the | they 


company and the public which it 
serves. 

Following our own best judgment, 
supplemented by the best nable 
advice, we have endeavored to do what 
would best serve the public interest; 
wherever possible our plans have been 
disclosed to the public in advance, and 
what has been done in carrying them 
out has been along ordinary business 
lines, with the implied, and generally, 
with the expressed approval, authori- 
zation or consent of the municipal and 
state authorities directly interested. 
Our effort has been not caly to obey 
the law, but to avoid everything which 
might even have the appearance of an 
attempt at evasion. 

Our business methods and policy, 
and practically all of the details as to 
the transaction of our business, are 
matters of common knowledge and 
are, and for many years have been, 
well known to the government, We 
will willingly furnish the government 
any additional-information wich is in 
our possession or under our control, 
and will cordially co-operate with it in 
obtaining such further information as 
it may require. Every possible assist- 
ance will be given by us to the courts 
in their effort to determine whether 
our policy is or has been inimical to 
the public interest.

ICHILD WHO DRAMATIZES 
FAIRY STORY FOR SCHOOL 


CHAMBERLIN WON'T 
COMPROMISE SUIT 
AGAINST GEROLD 


Says He Will Veto Any Bill the 
Council Passes Authorizing 
Settlement. 


Mayor Chamberlin of East St. Louis 
said Wednesday that the suit of the 
city against former Treasurer BE. Fred 
Gerold to recover $10,261.25, alleged to 
have been retained by him over the 
amount allowed by law in collecting 
the taxes of 1912, is not a friendly suit, 
and that the proposed ordinance pend- 
ing in the City Council directing a com- 
promise on a basis of 20 per cent of 
the amount sued for would be illegal 
if passed. 

The Mayor asserted that he is not in 
favor of a compromise, and that if the 
Ceuncll adopts the compromise orii- 
nance he will veto it. He stated that 
he wants the suit carried to the limit 
in the courts, so that the court de- 
cisions will relieve him of the respon- 
sibility and criticism. 

Corporation Counsel Baxter legally 
would not be required to carry out the 
compromise instructions if the ordi- 
mance be passed over his veto, accord- 
ing to the Mayor. Baxter told report- 
ers he will refuse to obey the instnic- 
‘tions if the measure ia passed, and will 
prosecute the suit to a conclusion in 
court, 

Chamberlin Is Surety. 

The filing of the suit Tuesday against 
Gerold in the Circuit Court at Belleville 
disclosed that Mayor Chamberlin ~is 
one of the sureties on two official bonds 
filed by Gerold as City Treasurer. and 
Tax Collector,.and is one of the bonds- 
men sued. He also is on Gerold’s bon4 
for $250,000, against which a suit is 
pending to recover approximately $81,000 
alleged to have been diverted by Gex 
ol4 from special improvement funds 
during his term of office. 

Mayor Chamberlin told reporters that 
he is not Mable in the $31,000 suit, even 
if the court should render judgment 
against Gerold, because, he said, Ger- 
old diverted the money from the special 
funds during the first few months he 
was in office and before the Mayor 
signed his additional bond. 

The first bond filed by Gerold mn 1911 
as Treasurer was for $500,000, and an 
additional bond for $250,000 was filed in 
December, 1912, on which the Mayor is 
a surety. Chamberlin said he would be 
liable with other sureties for the ex- 
cess tax collections if a judgment is 
rendered by the court. 

In speaking of the “friendliness” 
Gerold suits, the Mayor said: 

“The idea the people have gathered 
from outside sources that I favor a com- 
promise of the Gerole suit; is absolutely 
untrue. At least I am against ‘a com- 
promise on a 20 per cent basis. I will 
do all I can to prevent the passage next 
Monday by the Council of “te compro- 
mise measure. -Of courss,.the Council 
may, if it desires, pass the ordinance 
over my veto. 

Wants No Compromise. 

“I do not want.to see the suit com- 
promised. I want, it to go the limit in 
the courts, and let the judgment of the 
court decide the controversy and take 
the responsibility off of my shoulders.”’ 

Corporation Counsel Baxter said that 
the Council has no right to require him 
to settle a suit for a less amount than 
is owed to the city, and that he will 
not make such a settlement. A former 
suit against Gefold for amounts re- 
tained in excess of his salary of $1500 
for the collection of 1911 taxes was set- 
tled on a basis of B® per cent. 

By this settlement, Baxter said, Ger- 
old admitted he owed the city money 
he had retained wrongfully. Gerold, 
after the compromise, continued in the 
same -course, according to Baxter, re- 
taining excess commissions for collect- 
ing the 1912 taxes. He said that in view 
of these circumstances the City Council 
is not empowered to direct him to com- 
promise a suit for the willful and de- 
liberate retention of funds. 

City Attorney Fekete has said that if 
he becomes convinced the Gerold suits 
are “frendly” -he will withdraw and 
have nothing more to do with the liti- 
gation.

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BURTON HARRISON 
S NEW GOVERNOR 
OF THE PHILIPPINES 


President Selects New York Con- 
gressman After Months of 
Consideration.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Representa- 


tive Francis Burton Harrison of New 
York was nominated today by Presi- 
dent Wilson for Governor-General of 
the Philippines. ‘The resident Philip- 


pine Commissioners here, hopeful of in- 
dependence, were greatly pleased at his 
appointment. 

No indication of his policy was forth- 
coming from Harrison, who announced 
he would make a statement after the 
Senate had confirmed him. At the 
White House, it simply was Said Har- 
rison would carry out Democratic plat- 
form . pledges. The Baltithore conven- 
tion declared for ultimate Philippine in- 
dependence. 

Harrison was selected after months of 
personal consideration by President 
Wilson, in which many applicants were 
eliminated. At least twice the appoint- 
ment was considered as good as made, 
but neither of the men selected was 
Harrison. 

The new Governor-General is a Dem- 


ocrat, a native of New York City, a 
lawyer by profession and has been 4 


Representative in five Congresses, his ; 


first service being in the Fifty-eighth. 
He enlisted as a private in the Span- 
ish War in the volunteers, and was a 
candidate for Lieutenant-Governor  «f 
New York in the campaign of 1944. He 
was educated at Yale University and 
the New York Law School. 

Representative Harrison was strong! 
urged for the post by Leader Under- 
wood, Representative Palmer, Senator 
Hughes of New Jersey and other Dem- 
ocratic leaders. Secretary Garrison als° 
concurred in the appointment. 

Harrison was a member of the party 
which accompanied William Howara 
Taft as Secretary of War on“his trip 
to the Phiippines and he has had sev- 
eral conferences On Philippine matters 
from time to time with President Wil 
son, so that his viewpoint ts known to 
the administration. 

Harrison is 40 years old, the aon of 
Mrs. Burton Harrison, celebrated nov- 
elist. He first martMied Miss Mary 
Crocker, California heiress. She met 4 
tragic death in an automobile acci- 
dent in November, 1906. In 1907, he mar- 
ried Mrs. Mabel Judson Cox, a ii- 
vorcee of Brooklyn.

When the contents of the kettle 
reached the boiling temperature, the 
cook suddenly whipped the pot from the 
gas range and dashed part of the con- 
tents on’'the child. The -scalding fat 
streamed down. the baby’s face as it 
cried out in agony. Quickly the nurse 
turned the: little one’s face away. The 
eo0k swung the kettle again and this 
time some of the fat fell upon the face, 
breast and arms of the protecting girl. 

The Screams of the girl and the baby 
hurried Mrs.. Hartfeld and Mrs, Harloch 
from upstairs. As they reached. the 
kitchen door they were-met with the re- 
maining contents of the pot. Shrieking,
